At one time he conducted a restaurant 
and bowling alleys in the old Currier 
block. He also manufactured hat 
blocks and coffins. It was in 1860 that 
he erected a building for his .business 
fu the rear of what is now the Tre- 
mont worsted mill. Here his business 
was carried on until he purchased his 
present place on Broadway in 1889. 

Mr. Douglas has never held public 
office, but has always had ideas of his 
own, and has been free in expressing 
them.

CONG 3RESSMAN ‘AMES PRESE 
INSURANCE: BILL, 


WASHONGTON, Jan. 


17—Represen= 
tative Butler Ames_ yesterday intro- 
duced in the house his perfected long- 
promised bil] for the federal regulation 
of insurance. 

He had notified congress of his inten- 
tion to present such a bill on Dec. 18 
last, and has been’ busily engaged be- 
fore and since that date in drafting its 
provisions, 

In this work he-has had the advice 
ond assitance of Asst Atty Gen, Fred- 
erick H. Nash of Massachusetts, and 
cther prominent lawyers and the in- 
surance commissioners of many statey. 

The result. of this cooperation is a 
bill which, Mr. Ames believes, “will 
hold water. 

The wide saitteretieg of opinion exis:- 
ing with reference to the constitution- 
ality of congress attempting to regu- 
late insurance makes this a very vital 
toint in considering any bill having 
that obiect in view. 

The principal features of the bill are 
its provision for a bureau of insurance 
in the department of commerce and 
lubor, as was originally proposed when 
the bill establishing that department 
Was under discussion, and the condi- 
tion imposed by it that no company, 
domestic or foreign, shall do business 
within the district of Columbia without 

having first complied with the provis- 
tons of the law. 

This is considered a good point in 
favor of Mr. Ames’ bill as compared 
with those of many other members of 
congress .including that of Represent t- 
tive Fred Landis of Indiana. 

The Ames bill avoids in this way the 
necessity of reaching out into the sev- 
eral states to dictate their methods 0° 
regulating insurance. It is the belief 
of the author that no company could 
afford to stop business in the district 
of Columbia, where the population § is 
fast approaching half a million, — and 
will, therefore, comply with the pro- 
visions of his bill. 

The measure takes the place of the 
present commission of-insuranee-jn the 
district-of Columbia. In order to _pro- 
vide for the incorporation of domest 
companies it was found necesserv to 
incorporate in the bill_a new code of 
corporation law similar to that of 
Massachusetts as applied to insuran-e 
companies, the district of Columbia 
code for this purpose being notorjous!y 
inefficient and defective, 

The bill provides for the organiza- 
tion ' of domestic insurance companies 
for life and health, fire and sprinkler. 
marine, fidelity, burglary, accident, em- 


ployers’ liability, steam “boiler, ‘plate 
glass, vehicle, credit and title -insui- 
ance. 


It makes provision for a proper con- 
trol and supervision of legitimate in- 
surance, at the same time securing to 
the policy holder the greatest possible 
return on his investment, and throw-

HIGH SCHOOL IS THE 
COLLEGE. 


iPEOPLE’S 


BOSTON, Jan, “15—“The High Schoo 
as the People’s College.’ This was the 
title of the last of Prof. John M. Ty- 
ier’s Twentieth Century Club lectures 
at the Colonial theatre. Speaking to a 
large gathering of teachers he dwelt 
on the needs and dangers of boys and 
girls who take the high school course 
of studies under the modern high- ten- 
sion conditions. 

“The formal education or most boys 
and girls,” said he “ends with the high 
school. You are their last teachers. 
You must send them out Into life with 
u powerful impetus toward all that is 
grand and lofty and difficult in art, lit- 
erature, science anl all forms of learn- 
ing, in morals and religion. Where one 
yupil goes to college, five or ten will 
go directly into life. The high school 
is really and essentially the people's 
college. This it must be, whatever else 
it is. or is not. Whatever you. are 
teaching, forget that bane of education 
in our eastern schools, the entrance ex- 
amination for college. The college 1s 
fast learing that it may well trust tne 
method of preparation to those who 
have had experience with young ana 
immature minds, and that there is no 
one course of preparatory study which 
is best for all. 

“The aim of the training will be, not 
learning alone, but growth and devel- 
orment of all the poWers, grasp and 
efficiency, a large and full life. When 
they have attained these, learning will 
come almost of itself. Thus the high 
school will accomplish its end and pur- 


pose; and the college’ will receive 
stronger, keener, more vigorous and 
earnest, better developed and _ hence 


better prepared, students. This change 
is coming fast, and steadily gathering 
momentum. 

“A teacher who does not believe with 
all her heart in the communion of 
saints will never be a real educator, 
however much Greek or history she 
may know, or however firm and wise 
her discipline. We must live in con- 
stant_association with the noblest 
seuls,”

Bigelow’s Attack on Canal. ; 

In a special illustrated article for the 
Independent Poultney Bigelow sharply 
criticises the existing management of 
the Panama project. .He says that the 
Jamaican negroes were returning by 
the hundreds because of unsuitable 
places to live and payment of wages in 
silver. He describes the sanitary con- 
dition of Colon and of the workmen's 
quarters as in- 
tolerable for 
want of drain- 
age and clean- 
ing. He asserts 
that Secretary 
Taft didnot per- 
sonally inspect 
the quarters, 
but trusted to 
official sources 
of information. 

In a_ letter 
written by Sec- 
retary Taft to 
the president 
the Bigelow 
statements are taken up one by one for 
refutation. One of Taft's principal 
points is that Bigelow was on the isth- 
mus only twenty-nine hours, between 
the arrival and sailing of his vessel, 
and that he could not have qualified 
himself in that time, first hand, for any 
reliable criticisms of the great engi- 
neering project. The secretary says 
further that he recognizes Bigelow’s 
principal informants as two men who 
have not got what they wanted out of 
the canal commission. As to the-eharge 
that the negroes were paid only half 
what they were promised, he says It ts 
untrue and that, so far from leaving the 
isthmus, the working force has been in- 
creased to 17,000. Most of Bigelow’s 
article Taft characterizes as misrepre- 
sentation. He admits that the expense 
of transportation for women to the isth- 
mus was paid, but declares that they 
were members of the families of the 
laborers. . 

The senate committee on interoceanic 
canals issued a summons for Mr. Bige- 
low to appear as a witness concerning 
conditions on the isthmus.

Overstreet Over the Traces. 

Owing to his intense dissatisfaction 
with the president’s distribution of offi- 
ces in Indiana and particularly with 
the proposed appointment of L. C. 
Rothschild as surveyor of the port of 
Indianapolis, Representative Overstreet 
of the Seventh Indiana district an- 
nounced that he would resign as secre- 
tary of the Republican congressional 
committee and indicated that he would 
refuse to stand for re-election to con- 
gress. Mr. Rothschild is the former law 
partner’ of Senator Beveridge and at 
present assistant attorney general of 
Indiana. His appointment to the. sur- 
veyorship is to be made on request of 
the senator in spite of Mr. Overstreet’s 
recommendation of another man. For 
several years it has been customary to 
ll this Indianapolis place on recom- 
mendation ‘of the member of congress 
from that district. 

Heading Off the “Yellow Dog.” 

A bill has been introduced in the New 
York assembly carrying out the recom- 
mendation of Governor Higgins to pre- 
vent corporations from contributing to 
political campaign funds. It provides 
that any corporation so offending shall 
forfeit its charter, and that any person

President Defends Canal Work. 

In a message to congress accompany- 
ing the report of the isthmian canal 
commission President Roosevelt strikes 
out from the shoulder at the various ca- 
nal critics in and out-of congress and 
declares unhesitatingly that ‘the work 
on the isthmus is being admirably 
done” and that great progress has been 
made during the last nine months. He 
says that what has-been’ done’ gives’ 
good reason “to believe that the canal 
will be dug in a shorter time than had 
been anticipated and at an expenditure 
within the estimated amount.” He says 
he has examined into various charges 
of jobbery or inefficiency or immoral- 
ity or misery obtaining on the isthmus 
and that in every case they have proved 
to be without foundation. He beligyes 
these reports originated from a desire 
for notoriety or with individuals having 
some grievance. As to the matter of 
salaries of the officers of the commis- 
sion or of their subordinates, he insigts 
that any attempt to cut down ‘would 
be ruinous from the standpoint of ac- 
complishing the work effectively.” To 
try to get men for this work on insuf- 
ficient salaries ‘‘would amount to put- 
ting a premium upon inefficiency and 
corruption.” ; 

Secretary Taft's letter of transmittal 
sharply criticises the Panama. railroad 
officers for issuing bonds without con- 
sulting the department and for paying 
the claim of J. E. Marke] of Omaha to 
the amount of $10,000 for submitting 
his plan of feeding employees. 

The entire matter was referred to the 
committee on interoceanic canals of tae 
senate, and it was notable that both 
Senator Gorman, the Democratic lead- 
er, and Senator Hale, the coming Re- 
publican leader, agreed in opposing the 
policy of intrusting the expenditure of 
vast sums to the president, which was 
begun during the Spanish-American 
war. 

Without a dissenting vote the senate 
ordered a thorough investigation into 
all matters relating to the management 


of the Panama canal, the government | 


of the zone and the Panama railway. 
Bacon’s Morocco Resolution. 

What the administration regarded as 
an effort to encroach upon the preroga- 
tives of the president and interfere with 
his diplomatic functions was the sen- 
ate’s consideration of the resolution in- 
troduced by Mr. Bacon of Georgia, Dem- 
ocrat, calling for correspondence relat- 
ing to the coming Moroccan interna- 
tional conference on that subject. The 
purpose was to limit the authority of 
the American delegates to considera- 
tion of our commerce with Moroeco. In 
the course of,the sharp debate which 
followed behind ¢losed doors Senator 
Spooner me wae that the delegates. 
were not to”vote at all on any quéstion 
involved. . 

Rayner’s Attack on Roosevelt. 

The new Democratic senator from 
Maryland, Mr.. Rayner, made a bitter 
attack upon the Domingan policy of the 
administration. He declared that the 
president had wandered far from the 
traditions of his predecessors and was 
plunging the country into new and dan- 
gerous complicgtions and tried to show 
that the president had usurped the 
functions of congress. 

The Revolt Against Cannon. 

The announcement of Leader Wil- 
liams of the house minority that the 
Democratic policy would be to support 
the Philippines bill because it reduces 
duties and promises a better condition, 
though not altogether satisfactory, was 
expected to undermine the insurrection 
of Republican sugar and tobacco men 
against the majority’s policy im the per- 
son of Speaker Cannon. Nevertheless 
the insurgents continued to harass the 
Republican leaders under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Babcock of Wisconsin while 
the Philippines bill was under discus- 
sion. ,

The jurisdiction of the court 
was attacked by the defendants on the 
ground that the charges were not those 
upon which they were extradited. 


New York Central Indicted. 

The federal grand jury at Utica, 
N. Y., has indicted the New York Cen- 
tral and Delaware and Hudson rall- 
road companies on the charge of. giv- 
ing rebates to the General Electric 
company to the amount of 20 cents a 
ton on freight. 

Light on Bogus Certificates. 

The authorities at New York learned 
that bogus certificates of 100 shares of 
the common stock of the Norfolk and 
Western railway had originated in 
Pittsburg. This is the first successful 
attempt at counterfeiting a stock cer- 
tificate since the early eighties. Charles 
A. Seton, a promoter, who was known 
to have had in his possession one of the 
bogus stock certificates some time ago, 
was arrested Jan, 10 at Turkeytown, 
Md., as a fugitive from justice and 
brought back to New York to be tried 
for grand larceny. 

The alleged accomplice of Seton, 
Samuel Humphreys, was arrested . at 
New York, and it was found that all 
of the boguS certificates to the amount 
of $4,500,000 had been lithographed by 
the Hamilton Bank Note company on 
Seton’s order, ostensibly for an official 
of the Norfolk and Western. The cer- 
tificates disposed of had a face value 
of about $400,000, but it was not 
known how much more of the worth- 
less paper was afloat.

The official stand of the university 


overseers; was.taken at.a_ meeting held . 


on Jan. 10, and the vote as taken offi- 
cially and spread on the records is as 
follows: 

“At a meeting of the board of over- 
seers of Harvard College in Boston 
Jan. 10. 1906. 

“It was voted that the committee on 
the regulation of athletic sports be re- 
quested to report to this board what 
changes they propose in the game of 
football .and until said report has been 
acted upon and approved by the gov- 
erning boards to permit no further 
Rames of intercollegiate football,” 

The report of the committee on phy- 
sical training, athletic sports and san- 
itary conditions of buildings, dated 
Dec. 13, 1905. which was the cause of 
the debate and final vote of the over- 
seers, follows: 

To the Board of Overseers of Harvard 
College: ‘ 
Your committee considers the game 
of football as at present. played es- 

sentially bad in every respect. 

The method of formation absolutely 
encourages trickery and foul play. It 
is every difficult to see all that is done 
cven by the most careful and sharpest- 
eyed umpire, but the results are seen 
in many serious and even fatal acci- 
dents, It is nearly impossible ‘to linc up 
22 powerful and aggressive young men 
opposite each other and not have some 
cne lose his self-control and do what 
is wrong. Cases often occur. .wnen 
foul play is deliberately made in or- 
ver to gain some advantage at a critl- 
cal moment, the player doing it run- 
ning the risk of detection to gain. his 
point, Besides this, some coaches and 
cider men persist in teaching the play- 
ers to most effectively “put an oppo- 
nent out,” as it fs called, in many 
#Croit and indistinguishable ways. 

So long as the larger universities 
play the game in this way, it is bound 
to have a bad effect on the school boys 
‘Trickiness and foul play are absolutely” 
encouraged in many places. The result 
is bad for the morals as well as for 
the body. 


Is it not time for the larger and more 


important universities, considering not’ 


elone their own condition, but the bad 
effects outside, to stop it? 

Your committee is thoroughly con- 
vinced that in the interest of clean, 
fairminded sport, a complete change {s 
necessary—either to adopt a different 
kind of football game or else to so 
change the existing one as to make it 
radically different. If changes are to 
be made, your committee believes that 
no man now a inember of the so-call- 
ec intercollegiate rules committee 
should have a hand in it, believing 
that they are so far committed to the 
present system that they could not 
agree to such changes as are absolue- 
ly necessary to produce a decent, 
clean, pleasurable contest, instead of 
the present apology for a rough-and- 
tumble fight. 

A new committee could, It 1s believ- 
ed, formulate rules that, while simple, 
Would cause an absolutely different re- 
sult. In this connection it is necessary 
to point out that proper umpires are 
as necessary as good rules—men who 
unlike many of those used as suc in 
late years, are ready and anxious to 
instantly punish any infraction of the 
ru’es, Such men can be found, but few 
so far have shown the proper spirit 
and inflexibility. 

Football is a fine game°> when prop- 
crly played, but the present method is 
thoroughly bad and ought to be stop- 
ped absolutely and finally. 

Any university taking this action will 
later be considered as a benefactor by 
many players and by all lovers. of 
healthful, clean sport and fatr play. 
There is no desire to criticise any es- 
special set of players; all ceem more 
or less to,,plame; it fS8 the system that 
s Wrong.

APPLYING MOIST HEAT. 


Hot fomentationg are a pleasant way 


of applying moist heat. They are 
usually applied by the use of flanneis 
wrung out of boiling water and placed 
at once upon the affected parts, It is 
not, however. as pleasant a way of 


applying heat for the nurse herself; 
but it can be done without injury to 
her hands if the flannel igs lifted from 
the boiling water by a stick, placed in 
a towel spread over a hand-basin, and 
the whole gathered up and wrung out 
by catching hold of the two ends of the 
towel with the flannel in the centre, 
and the ends twisted in opposite direc- 


tions. These agpnlications should. be 
changed every five minutes for half 
an hour, When nine or ten drops of 


turpentine are added to the water, this 
form of applying heat is called a 
“stupe.”” They should be changed 
every ten or fifteen minutes for threv 
applications, The success of this meth. 
od of applying moist heat jies. in the 
fact that the applications are never 
permitted to become cool, and they are 
useful when weight counts.

A Narrow Escape. 


While waiting for the 11.09 train to 
Boston last Saturday morning Roy, the 
younger son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Bowman, got his foot caught between a 
rail and the plank walk on the Boston 
bound track and the efforts of his father 
and a number of men, who were stand- 
ing about, were of no avail in removing 
it from the perilous position. The train 
was coming thundering along and the 
number of people who were waiting for 
it saw that it would be almost impossible 
to avoid a fearful accident. Women 
screamed and men yelled at the tops of 
their voices as they saw the train draw- 
ing nearer and nearer. 

The attention of gateman John Stew- 
art was attracted by the excitement and 
with great presence of mind he rushed 
down the track a short distance and 
‘flagged the train. This was done none 
too soon, however, as the train was 
brought to a stand-still, with the use 
of emergency brakes, within a few feet 
of the boy and the rescuers. “ 

After the excitement had abated and 
the danger was over, the foot was removed 
and the party boarded the train. To. 
eye witnessess 1t seemed almost a miracle 
that there were no fatalities, as there 
were a number trying to release the boy 
when the train stopped and in all prob- 
ability they would not have deserted 
him. It was a sight which many will 
never forget. 


A Long, Hard March. 


The Sixth Field Battery of the United 
States Artillery, of which Lieutenant 
Marlborough Churchill of this tewn is 
an officer, entered Fort Sam Houston 
last Friday. The battery broke the 
world’s record for long distance practice 
marches of artillery, having covered the 
estimated 1309 miles from Fort Riley, 
Kan, to Fort Sam Houston in thirty-five 
days. ‘The men.were haggard and lean— 
many of them were scarcely able to 
travel. The horses resembled moving 
skeletons. The men walked nearly’ the 
whole distance in order to keep warm. 
The battery losc one man, Private 
Arthur Hall, and one horse during the 
march. 

Lieutenant Churchill, in a letter 
written after his arrival at Fort Sam 
Houston to Mrs. Churchill, who is visit- 
ing her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Peter D. 
Smith, states that he is in perfect health 
but was greatly fatigued by the long 
march. In places it was almost impossi- 
ble to travel through the mud.

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THE HYDE LECTURES, 


History, Government, Races and Relig: 
ions of the Turkish Empire, Subject 
of First Lecture. 


On Thursday afternoon, Jan. 18th, in 
Bartlett Chapel, Rev. Dr. James L. 
Barton delivered the first lecture in the 
Hyde Jecture course upon tlie general 
subject of ‘Turkey and its Regener- 
ation.” The subject of this lectute was 
“The History, Government, Races and 
Religions of the ‘Turkish Empire.” ‘The 
lecturer said in part, “There is no coun- 
try in the world so. hard to understand 
in its political, intellectual, industrial 
and religious conditions. ‘This accounts 
for the great variety of: divergent 
opinions expressed by traders. ‘Turkey 
differs in almost every respect from all 
other countriesin the world: 
mental principles of its organization or 
in the government has no parallel either 
in the methods of its administration. 
Turkey recognizes. no generally ac- 
cepted principle of international or 
moral Jaw as binding in any measure 
upon the Empire or its rulers. _In deal- 
ing with ‘Turkey diplomatically, all pre- 
conceived ideas of right and wrong, of 
truth and falsehood, must be entirely 
laid aside as purely academic and vision- 


| ary. 


“In 1529 when -the Ottoman Empire 
laid siege to the city of Vienna it had 


reached the period of its greatest pros- |- 
| perity. 


Since that time change after 
change has swept over the Empire and 
every change has diminished its area. 
‘hen all Europe trembled at the tread of 
the Moslem hosts; now none is so poor 
as todo her reverence. ‘The immediate 
possessions of Turkey contain tocay, a 
population of about 24,000,000, while her 
indirect possessions like Egypt, Bulgaria, 
Crete, Cyprus, etc., uumber nearly 
16,000,000. The history of Turkey and 
of the Ottoman Empire is unique among 
the countries of the world. For cen- 
turies it has stood as the one great Mo- 
hammedan temporal power with its laws 
and usages built upon the tenets, tra- 
ditions and fanaticisms of Islam. Every 
civilized definition of a government fails 
when applied to, Turkey, and every con- 
ception of the duty of that government 
to its subjects is violated in the existing 


| relations between the Turkish govern- 


ment and the people of its Empire. 
Many Turkish officials keenly deplore 
the evils of the system and would change 
it if they could. ‘There is a general feel- 


| ing that no reforms can be inaugurated 


and carried out so long as the present 
monarch sits upon the throne. 

“The problems of government are 
greatly complicated by the great va- 
rieties of peoples that make up its pop- 
ulation. ‘There is no tendency among 
these races to unite by intermarriage. 
Each race has its own religion and lan- 
guage and for the most part its own sep- 
arate political existence. ‘hese races 
comprise the Jews, Greeks, Armenians, 
Koords, Bulgarians, Circassians, Nestor- 
ians, Maronites, Druses, Albanians and 
many others, for the most part hostile 
to each other and, in a large measure, 
hostile to the one dominant and govern- 
ing race, the Turks. ‘The Arabs, Koords, 
Circassians. “Druses,~and-- Albanians are 
claimed by the government as Mohamme- 
dans, but they are not generally in sym- 
pathy with the government of the Sul- 
tan, and are not harmonious among 
themselves. Outside of these, the nom- 
inally Christian races like the Maronites, 
Armenians, Greeks and "Bulgarians, are 
no more united with each other while 
they are the common prey of all of the 
Mohammedan races. 

“The people of Turkey comprise the 
most discordant, mutually uncongenial 


| and hostile races that make up the pup- 


wation of asy Empire on earth. The 
present tendency is not. to closer. union 
and co-operation but even the ‘lurks 
themselves are breaking up into parties 
which threaten the stability of the 
government. 

Among these races of ‘Turkey are 
found some of the most alert, intelligent, 
able people, that can be found any where 
in the world.” ‘

- TRODUCED. 


‘ROSTON, Jan. 17—Both house and 
senate received a large number of bins 
znd ‘petitions yesterday and indica.ions 
ére that the constituticnal right of pe- 
tition is to exercised’ very fully by cit- 
izens of the commonwealth during the 


remainder of the week, Time for the 
introduction of

next Saturday at 5 o’clock. 

Yesterday afternoon the first of the 
£0-called John B. Moran bills were til- 
ed with the clerk of the house: They 
were presented by Representai've 
Creed of Boston. “4 

One of the bills provides a penalty 
for owners of buildings where abor- 
tions are performed. Another provides 
fer additional assistants in the office 
of the Suffolk district attorney; and St 
is further provided in this bill that the 
snperintendent of police shall appoint 
such inspectors or police officers, not 
exceeding three in number, as the dia- 
truict attorney may require in the pre- 
paration of his cases, 

Representative Webster of Boston 
introduced the bills for an excise board 
and a single-headed commission, as 
suggested by Gov. Guild in his inau- 
gural address. The two bills were read 
Ly their titles in the house, 

One bill provides that the police com- 
missioner shall be appointed by the 
governor with the consent of the coun- 
cil, for a term of five years, beginning 
co the first Monday in June, 1906, Such 
commissioner may be removed by the 
governor and council for such cause as 
they think fit. : > 

The commissioner shall appoint a 
secretary, who shall be exempt from 
civil service law, the secretary’s term 
to be five years also, unless he is re- 
moved by the commissioner. 

The commissioner is given authorily 
to organize the police force, and is 
given all the authority of the present 
board, with the exception of the power 
to grant’licenses. He is also authorized 
tc appoint an acting commissioner 
from the force and to revoke the ap- 
pointment. : ' 
The members of the present force are 
to continue in office, and the present 
rules and regulations for the depart- 
ment are to continue until otherwise 
crdered by the commissioner. 

The annual salary of the commission- 
er is to be $6000, and of the secretary 
$3000. The commissioner is authorized 
tc employ such .clerical and . steno- 
graphic help as he sees fit, and such 
legal advice, provided the expense of 
the latter does not exceed $3500 per 
year, 

The commissioner may fix the salary 
of the superintendent of police at not 
more than $5000 per year, but may not 
increase or decrease the salary of any 
other member of the force without the 
consent of the city authorities. 

The commissioner shall have °° the 
right to revoke a liquor license if he 
is of the opinion that a license has vi- 
olated any of the conditions of such 
icense, 

The licensee is allowed to file an ap- 
peal within 10 days to the Suffolk 
ccunty superior court, the appeal to 
be heard by a single justice, without 
jury, the finding of said justice to be 
final. 

In case of riot or great public excite- 
ment ‘the commissioner may forbid the 
sale of liquor by any licensee, a fine of 
$200 being provided for any person who 
violates such order. 


NEW YORK FIRM TO BUILD CAPE 
COD CANAL. 


BOSTON, Jan, 15—It has been an- 
nounced, upon the authority of Wood- 
ward Kissellburg Hopkins of New 
York, counsel for the Boston, Cape Cod 
and New York canal company, that the 
Cape Cod canal, projected these many 
vears, is to be built very soon, 

Dirt, or sand, will begin to fly this 
spring, Mr. Hopkins says, and he ex- 
rects the canal will be completed in 2 
1-2 years. The plan is to cut across 
from Buzzards Bay to Barnstable bay. 

The cost of construction is estimated 
at $6.000,000 and Mr. Hopkins says lead- 
ing financiers of the country have faith 
in the investment and will provide the 
money, It is said that the right of way 
has already been secured, part of the 
necessary land having been bought and 
ertions having been secured on the re- 
ruainder. Several experienced engineers 
are now at work upon the plans. 

The plans for the canal provide for a 
Gepth and, width sufficient” to handl2 
ail the business now fighting its way 
around the Cape.: It is estimated that 
more than 40,000 vessels: a year pass 
ground the cae: * mi 

‘The estimate for figuring on revenue 
to the canal company is based conser- 
vatively on 6000 steamers and 24.000 
tons. A total of mearly 23,500,000 tons 
register is: given, It is estimated that 
with a canal rate of 8 cents a ton the 
gross-annual income would amount to 
$1,862,000. 


The passenger service from New 
York to Boston is expected to take 


passengers from New York at 5 in tne 
afternoon and land them at 8 the next 
morning in Boston. This service is ex- 
rected to yield an annual reveue of 
$730,000. 

The company does not figure alone on 
business between these two ports, bul 
its statistics show a cutting of time 
for-all coastwise vessels for ports on 
either side of the cape. Sailing vessels 
and barges will be towed through in 
fleets, The engineers report that under 
the present plans the canal can ‘be wid- 


ened and deepened with the growth of | 


business. 

An: item on which the projectors of 
the canal. figure considerably in their 
esitmation of its success as a financiai 
venture is that the lowering of time 
because of the elimination of the dan- 
gers, difficulties and delays of the Cape 
reutes will make two vessels accom- 
plish the work of three.

tower and the extension of the high 
préssure main down Lawrence street 
to Essex street had been the means of 
postponing action on the increased 
rates until July 1 but that the rates 
would go on then unless the city pro- 
vided a high pressure main on Ess°x 
street. He said if the new rates went 
on, it would mean an additional ex- 
pense to the merchants of $18,000 a 
year, while $50,000 or an expenditure’ 
of $2,000 a year would provide service 
that would ,prevent this additional tax 
of $18.000 upon the business men of the 
city. 

“In the case of fire,” said Mr. Ben- 
nink, “first need is of course a water 
supply. With a fair water supply and 
proper. equipment, therefore, we feel 
Satisfied that the situation could be 
well controlled. We are not here ad- 
cating” extravagance, but...-actual 
needs.” ; 

Mavor Kane asked if he had an idea 
what the expense of installing the 
high pressure service for-fire purposes 
would be, 

Mr. Bennink replied that he thought 
the estimate was about $35,000. 

Discussing the report of the commis- 
sion, Mayor Kane said: “I think the 
commission has gone beyond the limit 
of necessity. Many of the recommenda- 
tions are impossible. An _ increased 
water supply is I think necessary and 
if so it ought to be installed. clow 
much further we ought to go I don’t 
know. If we do much we will have to 
go to the legislature for permission to 
borrow.” 


At this point Mayor Kane asked 
Fresident Sutherland what the Mer- 
chants association would insist on 


and he replied: ‘‘Better water service, 
another steamer and an overhawuing 
of the fire alarm sywtem, together w:th 
further equipment in the line of rubber 
tlankets for protection of goods, more 
hose, ete.” 

Mr. Bennink suggested*that the chiex 
of the fire department should have au- 
thority to order the removal of in- 
flammable material which constitutes 
a menace. He said that the back al- 
leys are in a deplorable condition and 
that under the board*of healfh sucer- 
vision the situation has remuaed 
most unsatisfactory, despite repeated 
complaints. 

Mr. Bennink said he thought ‘hat 
there should also be a permanent man 
assigned to all steamers, and that it 
that could”’not be done with the pres- 
ent force it should be increased. 

Mayor Kane said that the improve- 
ments would have to be kept down 
to actual necessity and that he could 
not promise anything more than vhe 
additional water supply. 

“You know, gentlemen,” said 
mayor, “that another problem is in 
volved-.in this for. if high pressure 
service is extended to. Essex streec it 
méans that more water must be filter- 
ed The legislature.has authorized the 
city to.borrow money for.a new fi-ter. 
hut I~am not sure about what, will be 
done in that connection.” an 
‘Mr. Godfrey said that he brought 
up the matter of a trunk line sewer, 
which the association is eager to have 
installed. so that the Merrimac river 
water. will be purified. without the need 
cf filtration. : 

Mr. Godfrey suggested a high service 
tewer for fire protection aloné, the 
water to be drawn directly from the 
river. 

Mayor Kane asked Mr. 
i, he was sure the city was not being 
forced into making the high pressure 
Sutherlan1 re- 
plied that he did not think so. He had 
found the insurance men fair-minded 
nen and it was only mutual protect'on 
whieh caused them to insist on letter 
facilities for fire protection in Law- 
rence, He said Lawrence had been fr- 
tunate, but that the risks were 0 .vi- 
ous and all that was wanted was wa- 
ter and force enough to cope with a 
fire. @ 

Mayor Kane again stated his posi- 
tion in the matter as already outlined 
and the conference ended.

MR, YERKES’ BEQUEST TO NEW 
’ YORK. 


From the New York Sun, 


When C. T. Yerkes made his wiil s2v- 
eral years ago he announced that he 
hud ‘left his collection, of pictures and 
cbjects of art and his 2 nouses at Fifth 
Ave. and Sixty-eight street to the Met- 
1opolitan Museum of Art. This..prop- 
erty is worth about $5,000,000. The 
tGuses themselves are a veritable art 
museum, 

Among Mr. Yerke’s most treasured 
possessions is a collection of Oriental 
rugs that is said to be the finest and 
most costly in the world, even exceed- 
ing in value and beauty the collecticn 
of the Shah of Persia or that in the 
British Museum, These rugs are 23 in 
number and are hung upon the walls 
of a gallery and Mr. Yerkes had built 
especially for them. 

Several years ago he determined to 
have the designs copied in their orisi- 
nal colors and reduced to book form. 
At first he could find no one here wh» 
was willing to undertake the task, and 
he had no better success in Paris. 

Finally he was referred to the School 
of Applied Design in W. 238d _ street, 
and an agreement was made that the 
work should be done by pupils of that 
institution. Those selected for the 
task were Helen Chamberlain, Martha 
Cutler, Mary Kneas and Alice Holley. 
For 2 years these young women devol- 
ed their working hours exclusively to 


. painting the designs and it was only a 


short while 
their labors. , 

They painted in a studio that was 
specially set aside for them, and upon 
the completion of the job Mr. Yerkes 
paid them $3,000 each. One of the wo- 
men is now studying art abroad with 
the’. money. she... thus earned, and 
another had set up.a studio in this 
city. : 

The paintings are comprised in a set 
of 10 volumes, one of which was to re- 
main in the Yerkes collection and the 
nine others to be presented to the most 
famous museums of the world. Wach 
rug was copied separately and each 
painting is about 2 feet long. 

Among the rugs is the “Holy Carpet,” 
for which Mr. Yerkes- paid $60,000. 
Some of the others are represented as 
almost priceless treasures.
